Corn: Early' corn as whole sever- 


ly damaged and of little value as a 
roughage feed crop.

is satisfactorily if bud worms do 
not appear and moisture is ade- 
quate. 


Watermelons: Crop is very late 


and short on set melons. Winds 
during past week rolled vines, caus- 
ing shedding of melons. Normally 
melons are moving to market by 
July 10 but few will be ripe by 
July 15 with practically no 
com- 


mercial melons before July 20 and 
many fields wil] have no harvest 
before August 1, if at all, as vines 
are small and not selling melons. 


Cucumbers, cantalopes, tomatoes 


and sweet polaote.s: Cucumbers as 
whole past peak production period 
before profitable production got un- 
derway because, of heat, wind and 
dry condition. Cantalopes short and 
vines are very light. Tomatoes prac- 
tically non-existent due to dry high 
temperatures which has not 
per- 


mitted fruit to set. Sweet potatoes 
are at a standstill with very Jlltle 
vine growth. 


Home Gardens: Very hard hit 


by wet springs, and most \yere- 
finished' by drouth. ''Lima"-bean 
'bloom and do not set beans. Irish

heat prior to and since digging. No 
market for drouth produced pota- 
toes with quality products moving 
in from other areas.
